If the word “ballet” makes you think 
of pink tutus, satin slippers and dol- 
lar signs, maybe Chicago’s Jeffrey 
Ballet can change your mind. 

The company opens its doth an- 
niversary season with a three-part 
production called “Millennials.” 
Each show is brought to hfe with 
the help of a young choreographer 
and a troupe of dancers from all 
over the world, including to new 
dancers who joined this year. Myles 
Thatcher debuts “The Passen- 
gers,” a high-energy performance 
that explores the inner workings 
of relationships. Annabelle Lopez 
Ochoa brings “Mammatus” to the 
stage with a surreal performance in 
which dancers represent birds and 
insects in a cloud. Finally, Christo- 
pher Wheeldon premieres “Fool’s 
Paradise,” an abstract ballet in 
which dancers’ bodies mold into 
living sculptures and petals shower 
the stage. 

Though the show’s title is 
aimed at a younger generation, the 
6o-year-old company isn’t oblivious 
to the fact that ballet may not be at 
the top of every Millennial’s week- 
end to-do list. 

“People think of ballet as a ritzy 
thing that costs hundreds,” said 
Anna Gerberich, 25, a Jeffrey Ballet 
dancer. “It’s this thing you put on 
a pedestal, but it’s so accessible for 
people our age. Go to a happy hour 
and go to a show and it won’t cost 
you more than you’d usually spend 
on a Friday night.” 

With tickets starting at $32, the 
show is comparable to the cost of 
an average concert ticket. Bonus 
points; You don’t have to know a 
thing about ballet to understand 
what’s happening on stage, and the 
music won’t put you to sleep. ‘AH 
the music for the program is by liv- 
ing composers,” Joffrey Ballet Artis- 
tic Director Asbley Wheater said.

Sex on the beach? 



Women more likely to take 
sexual risks and experiment 
while on a trip than at home

Familiar with this double standard? A man has 
sex with several different partners and gets 
deemed a “stud.” A woman does the same and 
gets branded a “slut.” 

We may be nearing 2016, but a recent study 
by a University of Illinois professor has found 
that women still feel hampered by these his- 
torical societal pressures and were more likely 
to engage in “sexual risk-taking” while traveling 
than when they are at home. Why? They might 
feel more comfortable in anonymous environ- 
ments where people in their social circles are 
less likely to find out about these sexual expe- 
riences that are perceived as more taboo. For 
men? This tendency isn’t as pronounced, said 
Liza Berdychevsky, U. of I. professor and co- 
author of the study 

Respondents in the study were asked to rate 
how much more likely they would be to engage 
in risky sex on vacation on a scale from i to 5, 5 
being the most likely, with an average response 
of 3.45. When asked if they thought other 
women were likely to engage in such behavior 
while traveling based on the same scale, the av- 
erage response went up to 3.68. 

The findings are the result of an onfine 
survey of 850 women, ages 18-50. Millen- 
nial attitudes get the spotlight here, as about 
90 percent of the women surveyed were be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 30. 

Berdychevsky who has studied gender, sexu- 
ahty and travel for nine years, said she thinks 
the findings from the study could turn out to 
be very important. If researchers understand 
why women engage in sexual risks, she said, 
more can be done to help women be prepared 
and stay safe in situations that can lead to sexu- 
ally transmitted infections, unplanned preg- 
nancies, violence, rape, emotional damage and 
negative self-perception. 

“Many women ... suggested that for them 
the anonymity of being a tourist is more im- 
portant than for men because of sexual double 
standards and the many sanctions attached 
to women’s sexual behavior in everyday Mfe,” 
Berdychevsky told a writer at the Illinois News 
Bureau in 2014 after conducting a similar study 
“Those Puritan and Victorian sentiments have 
not vanished yet, and it is actually in sexual be- 
havior where we can see them the most vividly” 

A sense of “timelessness” and “placelessness” 


might contribute to women’s increased wilhng- 
ness to take some risks, just as it could contrib- 
ute to women’s practices of eating, sleeping and 
communicating differently 

“For some women, even trying casual sex ... 
on vacation, was on a certain level, liberating,” 
Berdychevsky told RedEye. “They felt ... more 
empowered.” 

Based on her own experiences and observa- 
tions, the study’s findings make sense, a 23-year- 
old Lincoln Park woman told RedEye, which 
is not publishing her name due to the personal 
nature of the topic. She said she thinks women 
might feel like they don’t have to protect their 
reputation as much, and that “there is some- 


thing appealing about going somewhere and 
getting to start fresh.” 

“"ibu don’t really hesitate as much,” she said, 
later adding: “You know nobody is going to 
see you again, you don’t have to worry about a 
bad impression afterward. I guess it’s just more 
comfortable .... It’s like a break from yourself . . . 
and I think that does include being more ad- 
venturous with sex.” 

The woman echoed a similar feeUng in her 
experience flying to Arizona to spend the week- 
end with a man she only had met once before, 
at a bar in Chicago. She said she felt freer to 
behave in a way she wouldn’t normally than she 
would have if she had been at home. Even the

fact that their meeting would take place in an- 
other state made it easier for her to rationafize 
that she was going to spend days with someone 
she didn’t know very well, she said. 

“I remember I was [nervous} before I agreed, 
and he told me he got the ticket. But as soon as 
he said, ‘Hey OK, here’s your ticket, here’s your 
information, you’ll pick up your ticket at Mid- 
way’ there was this part of me that just kind of 
felt free, and it was kind of exciting,” she said. 

When talking about their “ideal” vacation 
for engaging in risky sex, women in steady rela- 
tionships and women who did not have steady 
partners had different preferences. About 90 
percent of the women in casual relationships 
said that a trip based on rest and relaxation was 
the best kind of trip for sex, while 64 percent 
said they would prefer sightseeing and 30 per- 
cent preferred backpacking. Nine days seemed 
to be the “ultimate” length, Berdychevsky 
said— enough time to feel sufficiently relaxed 
but not so long that they came to feel like the 
vacation was a part of their regular lives. More 
than 85 percent wanted to travel with their 
steady partner, and 46 percent said the best lo- 
cation for such a vacation would be on a beach 
or a tropical island. About 21 percent said a Eu- 
ropean country would be the best place.

FROM AIRPORT TO PARK

A dozen years after Mayor Richard M. Daley 
carried out the infamous “midnight raid” that 
shut down the small lakefront airport called 
Meigs Field, the question lingers: Did the end 
justify the means? 

A beguilmg landscape that opens to the 
public Friday at the southern end of the for- 
mer airport provides a persuasive answer. 

As Mayor Emanuel led a tour Tuesday great 
blue herons alighted on a newly created pond, 
man-made hills screened out the rush of traf- 
fic on Lake Shore Drive and Chicago’s skyline 
unfurled in the distance in all its majesty 

See ya later, airport for politicians and the 
privileged class. This land is now your land, 
Chicagoans. 

And you got it for the bargain price of 
$9.7 million, two-thirds of it picked up by the 
feds. That’s pocket change compared with the 
roughly $500 million it cost to build Millen- 
nium Park. 

The land in question, some 40 acres, com- 
prises the southern part of a 91-acre peninsula 
called Northerly Island. 

For years, it was a public space. Then, in 
1947, at the behest of aviation enthusiast 
Merrill C. Meigs, it became a tiny airport, one 


primarily intended to serve private planes. 

And now, hills, a pond, wildlife habitats and 
campgrounds have replaced an airport run- 
way, enhancing the nearby Museum Campus. 

“We are at the epicenter of taking old trans- 
portation platforms and turning {them} into 
public spaces,” Emanuel said. 

Designed by landscape architects Smith- 
GroupJJR with Studio Gang Architects, and 


built by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the new Northerly Island parkland will offer 
a taste of the habitats, from ponds to marshes 
to prairies to savannas, that existed before de- 
velopment overran the Chicago area. 

The hiUs block noise from the drive and 
screen out nearby Burnham Harbor. 

“If you were to camp here, you’d feel 
very remote {from the city},” added Smith- 


GroupJJR’s Paul Wiese. 

Bikers, joggers and walkers also should be 
attracted to the park by its milelong winding 
concrete trail. 

For now, the edges of the trail are fenced, 
which will give grasses, plants and trees a 
chance to fill in the somewhat barren, nascent 
landscape. That will keep much of the park 
off-limits to people for some time, though ex- 
ceptions will be made for camping and other 
programs. 

A contractor hired by the Army Corps 
plans to install nearly 12,000 shrubs and more 
than 400 trees before work is completed in 
2017. Walking paths will traverse the open 
spaces once that work is completed. 

The skyline views and the sense of be- 
ing removed from the clamor of the city are 
winning, as is the animating idea behind this 
park: that we need to embrace nature, not out 
of sentiment but because of the hardheaded 
view that environmental stewardship beats 
environmental degradation. 

So Daley’s much-maligned “midnight raid” 
laid the groundwork for both a stirring park 
and an ecological wake-up call. 

“You couldn’t do the job we did without 
what he did,” Emanuel said.

random Super Bowl props, and every single 
person I know that gambles bets on these 
obscure, random things,” Vik said. 

Of course when you’re placing a portion of 
your paycheck on the outcome of sporting 
events, that means being upfront with the 
person with whom you’re sharing your life. 

“My wife does not like all of this, of 
course,” said Vik, a married father of a young 
child. “Once we got married I had to tell her 
about it. She also doesn’t approve of all of 
this kind of stuff” 

And when you’ve got money on a game, it 
means you’re going to watch more football. 

“When you have something going, you’re 
watching games you never would have given 
a crap about,” said Owen, 40. 

The action on the field isn’t the only thing 
you can wager on, either. 

Vik tells RedEye he once bet $500 on a 
Super Bowl prop bet and won because he did 
his homework. 

“At that time, I was part of a forum and 
there was somebody that worked at the Su- 
per Bowl that was there at the test run for 
the national anthem and gave us the time 
that it was going to take her to sing that 
national anthem, and that’s how we bet the 
over on the national anthem,” he said. 


Sports gambling isn’t legal in every state, 
however, and the laws governing online bet- 
ting aren’t universal either.

Daily fantasy sites such as FanDuel, Draft- 
Kings and SideFeague have accelerated in 
popularity in recent years. DraftKings is lu- 
crative enough that it can afford to sponsor 
the new DraftKings Fantasy Sports Zone, a 
lounge occupying the prime real estate once 


different from online sports books. 

“Fantasy contests that have a paid entry fee 
are considered legal in most states,” he said. 

Fantasy football, even daily fantasy foot- 
ball, is considered a game of skill according 
to the Unlawful Internet Gambling Enforce- 
ment Act of 2006, while betting on point 


spreads is considered a game of chance. 
That distinction allows millions across 
the country to assemble teams of play- 
ers online in hopes of receiving an in- 
stant payout. 

“I think the daily leagues have taken off 
because there’s been a shift in everyone’s ex- 
pectations,” Giordano said. “We live in the 
age of instant gratification. Most fans don’t 
sit down to watch their favorite team’s en- 
tire game anymore.” 

Those interviewed by RedEye said that’s 
the direction they are heading in as well. 

“It’s competing against other people bet- 
ting so you’re not really playing against a 
house; you’re playing against other online 
bettors so your odds are better of winning 
money,” Owen said. 

Giordano said SideFeague has around 
1,500 paid users. FanDuel boasts more than 
I million and expects to pay out $2 billion in 
winnings this year. 

A FanDuel spokesman said the company 
boasts around 100,000 players in the Chi- 
cago area and will pay out $2 million to a 
single winner at the World Fantasy Football 
Championship in December. 

“The appeal of doing daily fantasy games 
as opposed to the season-long {fantasy 
leagues] is that users get rewarded much 
more often than traditional season-long 
users,” the spokesman said. “Season-long 
fantasy is a long-term investment, whereas 
daily fantasy is a quick game where you can 
pocket the reward by day’s end and be ready 
for the next match.” 

Pedro said his experience with daily fan- 
tasy leagues has served almost as sort of a 
gateway to other online betting options. 

“Now that I’m researching it more and 
more, I feel like I would like to try it out 
at least to see,” he said. “I feel like it would 
be fun. Before I’d be too afraid to bet $100 
without getting into trouble.” 

So clearly these guys worry about the gov- 
ernment coming after them for its share of 
their winnings, right? 

Not necessarily. 

“I used to when I actually used to win,” 
Vik said. “The biggest misconception is that 
a lot of people will win money gambling. 
Honestly, every single person that I’ve ever 
known, no one really wins that much money 
at the end of the day.” 

“I’m not a heavy online gambler,” Owen 
said. “This is like some change money. Every 
now and again, I get lucky.”

A thriller of social unease 


It’s rare that a movie 
prompts the use of 
the word “snide.” 

But that’s what a lot 
of the dialogue in 
“Queen of Earth” 
is: snide. “%u click 
your tongue and you 
revel in the affairs of 
others,” Catherine 
(Elisabeth Moss) 
jabs at Rich (Patrick 
Eugit) hke a modern- 
ized Shakespearean 
trash-talker. She resents his presence in Vir- 
ginia’s (Katherine Waterston) parents’ house 
because this was supposed to be a calming 
retreat, where Catherine can nurse the 
wounds of her breakup and hang out with her 
bestie, Virginia, to whom she chngs so tightly 
that she doesn’t want anyone else to call her 
“Ginny” as if they’re unworthy. In this thriller 
of social unease, everyone speaks with ash 
while leaving an aftertaste of pure metal. 

Writer/director Alex Ross Perry’s last 
movie, “Listen Up Philip,” also hinged on 
mearmess, but PhUip’s (Jason Schwartzman) 
cruelty was astonishingly direct. So much of 
“Queen of Earth,” which periodically flashes 
back to the previous summer when Virginia 
was alone and Catherine brought her boy- 
friend to the lake house, is passive-aggressive, 
even between so-called best friends. And 
a sense of possible destruction, more like 
emotional violence, hangs over everything— 


Catherine, whose famous-artist father 
recently took his own life, claims that family 
is different than friends as far as the ability to 
end relationships; Virginia disagrees, insist- 
ing, “I love eliminating those enemies from 
every aspect of my Ufe.” “Queen of Earth” is 
a devastating exploration of what uncondi- 
tional love really means, especially between 
friends who don’t like each other much when 
things are less than happy 

Perry might have included someone here 
who wasn’t so confrontational; eventually 
things are uniformly heated to the point of 
contrivance, and a late moment of over- 
explaining the notion of closeness between 
friends sometimes relying on the willingness 
to give when the other needs something un- 
derestimates viewers’ ability to get there on 
their own. But the filmmaker creates a bitter, 
chilling mood, the score’s strings less musical 
instruments than choking devices. Moss, so 
good in last year’s “The One I Love” (if you 
still haven’t seen that, pull it up on Netflix 
now, dammit), is a simmering pot cooking a 
grenade, daring anyone to stick around when 
things get really messy. And the film under- 
stands the many deliberate and unintentional 
tricks people play with language to bring 
others close or push them away. Catherine 
meets a man who tells her to be careful, since 
you never know “%u never know what?” she 
asks. His reply: “Exactly”

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*Steve Jobs* does better 
with facts than hearsay 



It’s subtitled “The 
Man in the Ma- 
chine,” but docu- 
mentarian Alex Gib- 
ne/s (“Going Clear: 
Scientology and the 
Prison of Belief”) 
look at the late Apple 
founder and technological super-genius 
primarily seeks to identify the machine in 
the man. More specifically the coldness in 
Jobs’ personaUty that his adoring support- 
ers worldwide care less about than what his 
inventions have brought to their lives. 

It’s not surprising that the general public, 
which seems OK with Chris Brown’s sus- 
tained career, would compartmentalize this 
way; it is striking, however, to see certain doc- 
umentations of Jobs’ arrogant cruelty In par- 
ticular: claiming sterifity and accusing his ex of 
sleeping around as a way of denying paternity 
even though a DNA test later confirmed Jobs 
was the father of a girl named Lisa, a name 
he then also used to name his new fine of 


computers! Plus: He was known to lie when it 
suited him and park in handicapped spaces in 
a car he repeatedly leased for six months at a 
time, exploiting a loophole aUowing vehicles 
to remain without license plates for exactly 
that long. He allegedly befieved he was above 
the law— do some research about the legal 
issues Apple had regarding “backdating”— and 
was not as friendly as consumers of some of 
the world’s most beloved products would 
hope him to be. 

The film gets muddled when it comes to 
hearsay or lack of balance, though. Gibney 
refers to Jobs (who will be played by Michael 
Fassbender in a biopic opening in October) 
believing that giving money away was a waste 
of time (unlike Bill Gates’ remarkable philan- 
thropic efforts) but doesn’t recognize reports 
that Jobs did in fact donate lots, just not in a 
way that would have his name attached and 
make his giving especially pubHc. Too often 
folks from varying levels of closeness to Jobs 
assert his nastiness without backing it up. 
Video evidence meant to show how mean 


he was in meetings doesn’t really do that. It 
makes “The Man in the Machine” feel biased, 
like it’s out to stick to an angle regardless of 
the value of the argument. 

And still: Despite Gibney not seeming to 
try to talk to as many relevant people as he 
could (including Jobs’ family members and 
other tech industry leaders), Jobs remains an 
intense, compelling figure. Maybe he valued 


his employees, but his use of the term “gold- 
en handcuffs,” regarding ways to keep them 
there, is revealing. And Gibney makes a de- 
cent case of Jobs dealing with his own issues 
regarding being adopted by working tirelessly 
to never be obsolete, ironically bringing the 
world together as well as confining many to a 
life staring at the device in their hand. Hello, 
Zuckerbergian social awkwardness.

Renan Ozturk in ‘Meru’ 


*Meru* successfully fills in 
the gaps only sometimes 


In a fewweeks, tough 
actors like Jake Gyl- 
lenhaal and Jason 
Clarke will show 
what it’s like to climb 
“Everest”— or at least 
the movie version of 
the expedition. Obvi- 
ously, they’re cowardly chumps. 

Not really But apparently Everest is small 
potatoes compared to Meru, part of the 
Indian Himalayas that features a 1,500-foot 
vertical wall known as the Shark’s Fin, which 
isn’t any easier to cHmb than it sounds. Actu- 
ally it’s a lot harder— according to “Meru,” 
an occasionally gripping documentary that 
also could have been a lot better, this is the 
ultimate white whale for climbers. Conrad 
Anker previously tried and failed, but in 
“Meru” he, Jimmy Chin (the co-director of 
the film, with whom Anker has scaled Ever- 
est multiple times) and Renan Ozturk at- 
tempt to finally reach the summit with help 
from occasional Eddie Vedder waifing. 

Obviously, that’s only on the soundtrack; 
they didn’t bring Vedder to the mountain 
with them. But it’s one of many styHstic 
missteps of a film that is too frequently 
montage-y with lots of talk and reminders 


that this is a movie, and not enough instincts 
to let us watch very very very high-altitude 
drama unfold. Maybe it’s just because it 
would take forever to watch the climb. But 
the opening shot of a tent on the side of the 
mountain is an instant “Whoa.” Later, when 
Chin recalls being swept away by an ava- 
lanche, the whoosh of white and power and 
speed is breathtaking and suspenseful. 

“Meru,” which won an audience award 
at Sundance and has been praised by celebs 
including Justin Timberlake and Jared Leto, 
also dips in and out of the climb with bio- 
graphical information that struggles to keep 
things moving. Eor an 85-minute movie, it 
feels a lot longer. It would have been fascinat- 
ing to explore what it takes to film expedi- 
tions like this— that’s not inside baseball 
for movie geeks, just answering an obvious 
question of, “How the hell did you manage to 
chmb and film at the same time?” 

The footage is astonishing, the cold and 
wind practically jumping from the screen and 
down your neck. And, unlike weird daredevil 
stunts like walking on a wire between man- 
made buildings, nothing more needs to be 
addressed about why these guys do what they 
do. The land says no, and they’re determined 
to say yes.

Director J J. Abrams aspired 
to keep ‘Star Wars’ grounded

Imagine for a moment the peculiar experi- 
ence of finding yourself in the Arabian desert, 
telling C3PO what to do. 

Such was the case for JJ. Ahrams, who— 
despite his own trepidation— stepped into 
George Lucas’ space opera with the monu- 
mental task of meet- 
ing the Death Star- 
sized expectations 
that await “Star Wars: 
The Force Awakens.” 
For the 49 -year-old 
Abrams who grew up 
Abrams ^ “Star Wars” fan, part 

of the challenge was 
coming face to face with a fantasy world he 
knew and loved. 

“That was a constant in the production of 
the movie: moments where we would all look 
around and realize what we were doing and 
gasp a little bit and then dive back in,” Abrams 
said. “... But our job was to be there to tell this 
story, not to be a fanboy.” 

Thanks to the fanboys and girls, many of 
whom are now men and women, there’s no 
more anticipated movie this fall than “The 
Force Awakens” (due out Dec. 18). Enthusi- 


asm, which might have waned after the last 
trilogy, is again reaching lightspeed. 

Abrams is the New Hope of a franchise 
(now a Walt Disney Co. property) already 
preparing to fire out a meteor storm of se- 
quels and spinoffs. Billions are at stake, but 
the Force, they say is strong. 

It almost wasn’t to be. Intending to focus on 
original material, Abrams balked at inheriting 
“Star Wars,” but was persuaded by producer 
Kathleen Kennedy, president of Lucasfilm. 

“She and I were talking about what this 
world would be, this universe, nearly 40 years 
after Episode Six and the idea that these char- 
acters would have lived on. And yet there 
would have been this new generation that 
may not know at all who these characters 
were, or had heard of them but not necessar- 
ily believed that they were real,” Abrams said. 
“It felt like such fertile ground.” 

Working in the midst of that extreme pas- 
sion, Abrams says, was more incentive than 
pressure cooker. 

“What was incredible from my point of 
view was how apparently easily they flipped 
back into these roles,” Abrams said. “... It was 
a remarkable thing to see how effortlessly 
Harrison Ford became Han Solo again.”

3 new spirits for martinis, 
Manhattans coming this fall

Craft distilleries are hot, and nobody knows 
that more than the world’s macro spirits pro- 
ducers. At this summer’s Tales of The Cock- 
tail festival, held annually in New Orleans, a 
number of well-known distilling companies 
debuted ne\y upscale expressions of brands 
that once languished as bottom-shelf booze. If 
you enjoy mixing up a Manhattan or a martini 
at home, these three new products might be of 
particular interest. 

BOOTH’S FINEST DRY GIN [1] 

John Booth first distilled his namesake spirit 
275 years ago in London. By 2006, production 
of both Booth’s Finest Dry Gin and Booth’s 
High & Dry had come to an end in London. 
The only remnant of the brand today, Booth’s 
London Dry Gin, is actually produced outside 
Chicago at Diageo’s Plainfield distillery and 
sold in plastic jugs for less than $25. 

That’s set to change soon with a revived ex- 
pression of Booth’s Finest Dry Gin. This new 
bottling will once again contain gin rested in 
sherry oak casks, restoring its familiar yellow 
hue. Distillation of the revived spirit will return 
to the U.K., where it will be bottled at 90 proof, 
just like its less-expensive sibling. 

Booth’s Finest Dry Gin will carry a retail 
price of $42 and should pop up in your favorite 
hquor stores this fall. 

PIKESVILLE STRAIGHT RYE WHISKEY [2] 

We generally associate America’s whiskey pro- 
duction with Kentucky but there was a time 
when most of the country’s rye whiskey was 
produced in Maryland. 

PikesviUe was the last surviving brand of the 
Maryland rye whiskeys. Its parent company 
ended rye distillation in the 1970s and eventual- 
ly sold the PikesviUe name and recipe to Heav- 
en HUl. The large whiskey producer, known for 
Elijah Craig and Evan Williams bourbons, kept 


the brand alive as PikesviUe Supreme Straight 
Rye Whiskey an 8o-proof budget brand sold 
only in Maryland but now distilled in Kentucky 

After languishing in obsciuity the PikesviUe 
name is making a top-shelf return as Pikes- 
viUe Straight Rye Whiskey This expression 
is aged longer (six years) and bottled stronger 
(no proof) than both its down-market sibUng 
and Heaven EIUl’s midpriced Rittenhouse Rye, 
which shares a similar mash bUl, the ingredients 
used in distiUing. PikesviUe Rye wiU continue to 
be distUled in Kentucky at the company’s Ber- 
nheim DistiUery 

Chicago is one of four cities getting the first 
crack at PikesviUe Rye ($50), and it is avaUable 
in stores now. The whiskey wiU go on sale na- 
tionwide later this faU. 

MARTINI RISERVA SPECIALE 
VERMOUTHS [3] 

Booth’s gin wiU make a fine martini, and Pikes- 
viUe rye would be exceUent in a Manhattan, 
but those cocktails are nothing without a qual- 
ity vermouth. Enter Bacardi’s Martini & Rossi 
brand, the ubiquitous purveyors of inexpensive 
vermouths found in supermarkets across the 
country The company is now setting its sights 
on the craft spirits market with two new ex- 
pressions in the vermouth di Torino style. 

Martini’s new Riserva Speciale Une wiU in- 
clude a bright, herbaceous Rubino made with 
Italian holy thistle and red sandalwood as weU 
as a floral Ambrato variant made with yeUow 
cinchona bar and rhubarb. The two are bottled 
at 18.5 percent alcohol, sMghtly higher proof 
than their more famUiar versions, and use 100 
percent Italian wines. 

The vermouths wUl be about $15 each, mak- 
ing them a Uttle more expensive than most 
mass-market brands but sUghtly below many 
craft vermouths that have recently gained pop- 
ularity Both expressions of the Riserva Speciale 
line wiU go on sale in select cities later this year.
